Congress T uesday: 
To the Senate and House of R epresentatives: 
There are few transactions in the adm inistra­ 
tion of the Government th a t are even tem ­ 
porarily held in the confidence of those charged 
w ith the conduct of the public business. Every 
step taken is under tho observation of an in­ 
telligent and watchful people. The state of the 
Union is known from day to day, and sugges­ 
tions as to needed legislation find an earlier 
voice than that which speaks in these annual 
communications of the President to Congress. 
Good-will and cor liality have characterized 
our relations and correspondence w ith other 
governments, and the year ju st closed leaves few 
international questions of im portance rem ain­ 
ing unadjusted. No obstacle is believed to exist 
th a t can long postpone the consideration and 
adjustm ent of the still pending questions upon 
satisfactory and honorable term s. The dealings 
of this Government w ith other states have 
been and should always be m arked by frank­ 
ness and sincerity, our purposes avowed, and 
our methods free from intrigue. This course 
has borne rich fruit in th e past, and it is our 
duty as a nation to preserve the heritage of good 
repute which a century of right dealing w ith 
foreign governm ents has secured to us. 
T he P an-A m erican Congress. 
I t is a m atter of high significance, and no less 
of congratulation, th at the first year of the sec­ 
ond century of our constitutional existence 
finds, as honored guests within our borders, the 
representatives of all the independent States 
of N orth an I South America m et together in 
earnest conference touching the best m ethods of 
perpetuating and expanding the relations of 
m utual interest and friendliness existing among 
them . That the opportunity thus afforded for 
prom oting closer international relations and 
the increased prosperity of the States repre­ 
sented will be for the m utual good of all, I can­ 
not perm it mys df to doubt. Our people will 
aw ait wi ll interest and confidence the results 
to flow from so auspicious a meeting of allied 
aud, in large part, identical interests. 
. 
ffhe recommendations of this international 
conference of enlightened statesm en will doubt­ 
less have the considerate attention of Con­ 
gress, and its co-operation in the removal of 
unnecessary barriers to beneficial intercourse 
between the nations of America. B ut while 
the commercial results, which it is hoped will 
follow this conference, are worthy of pursuit 
and of th# great interest they have excited, it 
is believed th at the crowning benefit will be 
found in the better securities which m ay be de­ 
vised for the maintenance of peace among all 
American nations and the settlem ent of all 
contentions by methods that a Chri stian civiliza­ 
tion can approve. While viewing w ith interest 
our national resources and products, the dele­ 
gates will, I ani sure, find a higher satisfaction 
in the evidences of unselfish friendship which 
everywhere attend their intercourse w ith our 
people. 
T he M aritim e C ongress. 
J 
Another international 
conference, having 
great possibilities for good, lias lately assembled 
and is now in session in this capital. An invi­ 
tatio n was extended by the Government, under 
th e act of Congress of July 9, 1888, to all m ari­ 
tim e nations to send delegates to confer touch­ 
ing the revision, and am endm ent of the rules 
and regulations governing vessels at sea and to 
adopt a uniform system of m arine signals. The 
response to this invitation has been very gen­ 
eral and very cordial. Delegates from tw enty- 
B ix nations are present in the conference, and 
they have entered upon their usual work w ith 
great zeal, and with an evident appreciation of 
its importance. So far as the agreement to be 
reached may require legislation to give it effect ' 
Our co-operation in, confidently relied upon. 
’f 
I t is an interesting, if not indeed an unpre­ 
cedented, fact th a t the two international con­ 
ferences have brought together here the ac­ 
credited representatives of thirty-three nations. 
Bolivia, Ecuador, and Honduras are now rep­ 
resented by resident envoys of the plenipoten- * 
tia ry grade. All the States of the American 
system now m aintain diplomatic representation 
a t this capital. 
In this connection it may be noted th at all the 
nations of the W estern Hemisphere, w ith one 
exception, sent to W ashington Envoys E x tra­ 
ordinary and M inisters Plenipotentiary, being 
th e highest grade accredited to this Government. 
The United States, on the contrary, sends E n­ 
voys of the lower grade to some of our sister re­ 
publics. Our representative in Paraguay 
U raguay is a M inister resident, while to Bolivia 
we Bend a M inister resident and Consul General. 
In view of the im portance of our relations w ith 
th e States of the American system, our diplo­ 
m atic agents in those countries should be of the 
unifom rank of Envoy 
Extraordinary and 
M inister Plenipotentiary. 
Certain m issions 
were so elevated by the last Congress w ith happy 
effect. I recom mend the completion of the re­ 
form thus begun, w ith the inclusion also of 
Hawaii and H ayti, in view of their relations to 
the American system of States. 
I also recommend th a t tim ely provision be 
m ade for extending Hawaii an invitation to be 
represented a t tho International Conference 
now .sitting a t this capital. 
. 
Our R elations w ith China. 
Our relations w ith China have the attentive 
consideration which their m agnitude aud inter­ 
est demand. 
The failure of the treaty negoti­ 
ated under the adm inistration of m y prede­ 
cessor for the further and more complete re­ 
striction of Chinese labor im m igration, and, 
with it, the legislation of the la st session 
Of 
Congress 
dependent 
thereon, 
leave 
some questions open which Congress should 
now approach in th a t wise and ju st sp irit 
which should characterize the relations of two 
K 
t and friendly powers. W hile our supreme 
rests dem and the exclusion of a inhering 
elem ent which experience has shown to be in ­ 
com patible w ith our social life, all steps to 
compass this im perative need should be eccom- 
paniec^rith a recognition of the claim of those 
Strangers now lawfully among us to hum ane 
and ju st treatm ent. The accession of the young 
Em peror of China m arks, we may hope, an era 
Of progress and prosperity for the great coun- 
tay over which he :s called to rule. 
The present state of affairs in respect to the 
Samoan Islands is encouraging. The confer­ 
ence which was held in this city in the summer 
of 1887 between the representatives of the 
United States, Germany, and Great Britain hav­ 
ing been adjourned because of the persistent 
divergence of views which was developed in its 
deliberations, the subsequent course of events 
In the islands gave rise to questions of a seri­ 
ous character. On the 4 th of February last, the 
German M inister a t th is capital, In behalf of 
bls Government, proposed a resum ption of the 
conference a t Berlin. This proposition w as ac­ 
cepted, as Congress, in February last, was in­ 
formed. 
P u rsu an t to the understanding thus reached, 
com m issioners were appointed bv me, who pro­ 
ceeded to Berlin, where the conference was re­ 
newed. 
The deliberations extended through 
several weeks, and resulted iii the conclusion 
of a treaty which will be subm itted to the Sen­ 
ate for its approval I tru st th a t the efforts 
■which have been made to effect an adjustm ent 
pf this question will be productive of the per­ 
m anent establishm ent of law and order in 
Samoa upon the basis of the m aintenance of 
th e rights and interests of the natives, as well 
as of the treaty powers. 
T ile C anadian F isheries. 
I The questions yfhich have arisen daring the 
past few yeirs between Great B ritain and the 
United States are in abeyance or in course of 
amicable adjustm ent. 
On the p art of the Government of the Domin­ 
ion of Canada, an effort has been apparent dur­ 
ing the season just ended to adm inister the 
laws and regulations applicable to the fisheries 
w ith as Ii tie occasion for friction as was possi­ 
ble, and the tem perate representations* of th is 
Government in respect of cases of unvToe hard­ 
ship or of harsh interpretations have been in 
m ost cases m et with m easures of transitory 
relief. I t is trusted th at the attainm ent of our 
E 
st rights under existing treaties, and in vir- 
e of the concurrent legislation of the two con­ 
tiguous countries, will not be long deferred, and 
th a t all existing causes of difference may be 
equitably adjusted. 
I recommend th a t provision be m ade by an 
international agreem ent for visibly m arking 
the w ater boundary between the United States 
and Canada in the narrow channels th a t join 
the great lakes. 
The conventional line therein 
traced by the Northwestern boundary survey, 
years ago. is not in all cases readily ascertain­ 
able for the settlem ent of jurisdictional ques­ 
tions. 
A ju st and acceptable enlargement of the list 
Of offenses for which extradition may be 
Claimed and granted is m ost desirable between 
th is country and Great B ritain. 
The territory 
of neither should become a sure harbor for the 
evil-doers of the other through any avoidable 
* shortcoming in this regard. 
A ne w treat y on 
th is subject between the two powers has been 
recently negotiated, and will soon be laid before 
th e Senate. 
W ith O ther P ow ers. 
* The importance of the commerce of Cuba and 
P orte Rico w ith the U nited States, their nearest 
and principal m arket, justifies the expectation 
th a t the existing relations m ay be beneficially 
expanded. 
The im pedim ents resulting from 
varying dues on navigation, and from vexatious 
treatxn 
vessels, on m erely technical 
grounds of complaint, In W est In d ia ports, 
Should be removed. 
The progress tow ard an adjustm ent of pend­ 
ing claims between the United States and Spain 
is not as rapid as could be desired. Question* 
affecting American interests in connection with 
railways constructed and operated by our citi- 
sens in P eru have claimed the attention of this 
government. I t is urged th at other governments 
fa pressing Peru to the paying of the claims' 
have disregarded the property rights of Ameri­ 
can citizens. The m atter will be carefully in­ 
vestigated, w ith a view to securing a proper 
and equitable adjustm ent. 
A. sim ilar Issue is now pending with Portugal 
The Delagoa Bay Railroad in Africa was con­ 
structed under a concession by Portugal to an 
American citizen. W hen nearly completed the 
road was seized by the agents or the Portuguese 
uoverumeijt, Form al .protests have been made

1 The advancem ent of the Em pire of Japan has 
been evidenced by the recent prom ulgation of a 
new Constitution, containing valuable gnaran- 
tees of liberty, and providing for a responsible 
M inistry to conduct the Government. 
I I t is earnestly recommended th at our judicial 
rights aud processes in Corea be established on 
a firm basis, by providing the m achinery neces- 
regard° 
° Ut the treaty BtiPUlations in that 


■ Questions continue to arise In our relations 
w ith several countries in respect to the rights 
of naturalized citizens. Especially is this the 
case with France, Italy, R ussia and Turkey.and 
to a less extent w ith Switzerland. From time 
to tune earnest efforts have been mode to regu­ 
late this subject by conventions w ith those 
countries. An im proper use of naturalization 
should not be perm itted, b u t it is most im port­ 
an t th at those who have been duly naturalized 
should everywhere be accorded recognition of 
the rights pertaining to the citizenship of the 
f£urit>T of their adoption. I t is advisable th at 
the difficulties which now arise in our relations 
w ith otner countries on the same subject should 
be similarly adjusted. 
I The recent revolution in Brazil in favor of the 
establishm ent of a republican form of govern­ 
m ent is an event of great interest to the United 
states. Our M inister a t Bio de Janeiro was at 
a t once instructed to m aintain friendly diplo- 
m atic relations w ith the Provisional Govern­ 
ment, and tho Brazilian representatives a t this 
capital were instructed by the Provincial Gov­ 
ernm ent to continue th eir functions. 
Our 
friendly intercourse w ith Brazil has, therefore 
suffered no interruption. Our M inister has 
been f urther instructed to extend on the p art of 
this Government a form al and cordial recogni- 
tio n o f the new republic as soon as the m ajority 
of the peop1® have signified their assent to its 
establishm ent and maintenance. 


Affairs a t H om e. 
I W ithin our own borders a general condition 
of prosperity prevails. The harvests of the last 
sum mer were exceptionally abundant, and the 
trade conditions now prevailing seem to prom ­ 
ise a successful season to the m erchant and the 
m anufacturer, and general employment to our 
working people. 
The report of the Secretary of the Treasury 
has been prepared and will be presented to 
Congress. It presents w ith clearness the fiscal 
operations of the Government, and I avail m y­ 
self of it to obtain some facts for use here. 
, The aggregate receipts from all sources for 
the year were $387,050,058.84, derived as follow s: 
From customs, $223,832,741.(39; from internal 
revenue, $130,881,513.92; from miscellaneous 
sources, $32,335,803.23. 
The ordinary expenditures for 
the same 
period were $281,996,615.60, and the to tal ex­ 
penditures, including the sinking fund, were 
$329,579,929.25. The excess of receipts over ex- 
S 
nditures was, after providing for the sinking 
nd, $57,470,129.59. 
B 
- For the current fiscal year the total revenues 
actual and estim ated, are $835,000,000, and the 
ordinary expenditures, actual and estim ated, 
are $293,000,000, making, w ith the sinking fund, 
a total expenditure of $341,321,116.99, leaving an 
estim ated surplus of $483,678,883.01. 
The revenues for the fiscal year ending June 
30,1891, are estim ated by the Treasury D epart­ 
m ent a t $385,000,000, and the expenditures for 
the same period, including the sinking fund, at 
$341,430,477.70, This shows an estim ated sur­ 
plus for th a t year of $43,569,522.36, which is 
m ore likely to be increased than reduced when 
th e actual transactions are w ritten up. 
The existence of so large an actual and an ­ 
ticipated surplus should have the Immediate 
attention of Congress, w ith a view to reducing 
the receipts of the treasury to the needs of the 
Government. 
The collection of moneys not 
needed for public uses imposes an unnecessary 
burden upon our people, and the presence of so 
large a surplus in the public vaults is a disturb­ 
ing elem ent in the conduct of private business. 
We should not collect revenue for the purpose 
of anticipating our bonds, beyond the require­ 
m ents of the sinking fund, b u t any unappropri­ 
ated surplus In the treasury should be bo used, 
as there is no other lawful way of returning the 
money to circulation, and the profit realized by 
th e Government offers a substantial advantage. 
The loaning of public funds to the banks 
w ithout interest, upon the security of Govern­ 
m ent bonds, I regard as an unauthorized and 
dangerous expedient. I t results in a temporary 
and unnatural increase of the banking capita] 
of favored localities, and compels a cautious 
and gradual recall of the deposits to avoid in ­ 
jury to the commercial interests. No further 
use should be made of th is method of getting 
the surplus into circulation, and the deposits 
now outstanding should be gradually w ith­ 
draw n and applied to the purchase of bonds. 
Such legislation should be prom ptly, b u t ver5 
considerately, enacted. 


T ariff R evision R ecom m en d ed 
I recommend a revision of our tariff law, b o ti 
in its adm inistrative features and in the sched­ 
ules. The need of the form er is generally con- 
ceded, and an agreement upon tho evils and in. 
conveniences to be remedied, 
and the best 
m ethods for their correction, w ill probably not 
be difficult. Uniformity of valuation a t all oui 
ports is essential, and effective measure! 
should betaken to Beoure it. I t is equally de­ 
sirable th at questions affecting sales and clas­ 
sifications should be prom ptly decided. 
The preparation! of a new schedule of cus­ 
tom s duties is a m atter of great delicacy, be­ 
cause of its direct effect upon the business of 
the country. Some disturbances of bu sines s may 
perhaps result from the consideration of this 
subject by Congress, b u t this tem porary ill- 
effect will be reduced to the m inim um by 
prom pt 
action 
and 
by 
the 
assurance 
which 
the

enjoys 
th at 
any necessary changes 
will 
be 
so made 
as 
not 
to 
im pair 
the 
ju st 
and 
reasonable protection of our home industries. 
The inequalities of the law should be adjusted, 
but the protective principle should be main 
tam ed and fairly applied to the products of our 
farm s as well as of our shops. These duties 
necessarily have relations to other things be­ 
sides the public revenues, We oannot lim it 
their effects by fixing our eyes on the public 
treasury alone. They have a direct relation to 
home production, to work, to wages, and to ths 
commercial independence of this country, and 
the wise and patriotic legislator should enlarge 
the field of his vision to include all of these. 
Tile necessary reduction in our public reve­ 
nues can, I am sure, be made w ithout making 
the smaller burden more onerous than the larger 
by reason of the disabilities and limitations 
which the reduction p u ts upon both capital and 
labor. 
The free list can very safely be extended by 
placing thereon articles th at do not offer injuri­ 
ous competition to such domestic products as 
our home labor can supply.

A table presented by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, showing the am ount of money of all 
kinds in circulation each year from 1878 to the 
present time, is of interest. I t appears th a t 
the am ount of national-bank notes in circula­ 
tion has decreased during th a t period $114,109,- 
729, of which $37,799,229 is chargeable to the last 
B 
r. B ut while th is withdrawal of bank notes 
been going on, there has been a large Increase 
in the am ount of gold and silver coin in circula­ 
tion and in the issues of gold and silver certifi­ 
cates. 
The total am ount of money of all kinds in cir­ 
culation on March 1, 1878, was $805,793,807,while 
on Oct. I, 1889, the to tal was $1,405,018,000. 
There was an increase of $283,417,552 in gold 
coin, of $57,554,100 in standard silver dollars, of 
$72,311,249 in gold certificates, of $276,619,715 in 
silver certificates and of $14,073,787 in United 
States notes, making a to tal of $713,976,403. 
There was during the sam e period a decrease of 
$114,209,729 in bank circulation, and of $642,481 
in subsidiary silver. The net Increase was $529,- 
224,193. The circulation per capita has increased 
about $5 during the tim e covered by the table 
referred to. 
T he C oinage o f Silver. 
The total coinage of silver dollars was, on 
November 1,1889, $343,638,001, of which $283,589,- 
521 were in the T reasury vaults, $60,098,480 
were in circulation. Of the am ount in the 
vaults, $277,319,944 were represented by out­ 
standing silver certificates, leaving $6,219,577 not 
in circulation and not represented by certificates. 
The

to satisfy the p u rp o se-to continue the use“of 
silver m connection w ith our currency, and at 
the same tim e to obviate the danger of which I 
have spoken.

E xclusion o f tile C hinese. 
I he enforcement of the Chinese exclusion act 
has been found to be very difficult on the 
Northwestern frontier. The Secretary of the 
I reasury has authorized the employment of ad­ 
ditional soldiers, who will be assigned to this 
duty, aud every effort will be made to enforce 
the law\ The Dominion exacts a head tax of $50 
for each Chinam an, and when these persons in 
fraud of our law, cross into our territory and 
are apprehended, our officers do not know what 
to do with them , as th e Dominion authorities 
will not suffer them to be sent back w ithout a 
second paym ent of the tax. An effort will be 
mSve tug dime “ y.UndOTSll‘“ UU<! ttmt wlUre 
Our Coast D efenses. 
Judged by modem standards we are practical­ 
ly w ithout coast defenses. Many of the struct­ 
ures we have woald enhance rather than dim in­ 
ish the perils of their garrisons if subjected to I 
the fire of improved guns, The security of o u r' 
coast cities against foreign attack should not rest 
altogether in the friendly disposition of other 
nations. 
There should be a second line wholly 
in our own keeping. I very urgently recom­ 
mend an appropriation a t this session for the 
construction of such works in our m ost exposed 
harbors. I approve the suggestion of the Secre­ 
tory of W ar th a t provision be made for encam p-1 
lug companies of the National Guard in our 
coast works for a specified tim e each year and 
for their training in the use of heavy guns. His 
suggestion th a t an increase of the artillery 
force of the arm y is desirable is also in th is 
connection commended to the consideration of 
Congress. 
R iver aud H arbor Im provem ent. 
The im provem ent of our im portant rivers 
and harbors should be promoted by th e neces­ 
sary appropriations. 
Care should be taken 
th a t 
the 
Government 
is 
not 
comm itted 
to the prosecution of works not of pub­ 
lic and general 
advantage, and 
th a t the 
relative usefulness of works of th a t class 
is 
not 
overlooked. 
So 
far 
as 
this 
work can ever be said to be completed. I do not 
doubt th a t the end would be sooner and more 
economically reached if fewor separate works 
were undertaken a t the sam e time, and those 
selected for their greater general interest were 
more rapidly pushed to completion.

T he L aw D epartm ent. 
In view of the assault made by David 8 Terry 
upon the person of Justice Field, of th e Su­ 
prem e Court of the United States, a t L athrop 
Cal in August last, and the killing of the a s ’ 
Ballant by a Deputy United States M arshal. I 
recommend th at more definite provision be 
.made by law, not only for the protection of 
federal officers, but for a full trial of such 
cases in the United States courts. Events which 
have been brought to m y attention, happening 
in other parts of the conntry, have also sug­ 
gested the propriety of extending, by legisla- 
protection to those who m ay be 
called as witnesses in the courts of the United 
States.

I 
think, received, a more general approval from 
the bench and bar of the country than any 
other.

TUB 
IMPORTANCE 
OF 
GOOD 
ROADS. 


Sometime ego the Gazette printed 
acme extracts from an article which ap­ 
peared in the Century on the importance 
of good highway?, followed by some 
suggestions as to what should be done 
in Wisconsin in the direction of im • 
proving the road ways of the state. 
« 
Recently, Colonel Albert A. Pope, of 
Breton, was called to Syracuse, New 
York, to deliver an address on the sub­ 
ject of the imporvement of the high­ 
ways to facilitate travel otj&} kinds. He 
makes the assertion that the enormous 
increase in railways “has resulted in a 
proportionate neglect of ordinary road­ 
way s. 
The average country road is far 
from being what it easily might be, and 
even its present condition is not main­ 
tained in sn economical manner. This 
is the natural result of rapid transit be­ 
tween markets. Bat a reaction already 
begins to show itself, as the population 
of the rural districts multiplies and the 
dema: a for good highways increase in 
proportion.” 
Colonel Pope shows the importance of 
aobstantial country roads by macing tbe 
statement which is well supported by 
facts, that ninety-nine per cent. of every 
load by railroad, steamboat, or express 
bas been carried in a wagon or truck 
over a highway. 
This statement will 
no donbt strike oar Rook county farmers 
and business men with some astonish­ 
ment, but it does not materially differ 
from the estimate by Professor Whaler. 
The importance of good country roads, 
made in such a way that either in 
spring or fall cannot make them difficult 
to travel en, may be seen by the state­ 
ment made in the Gazette several weeks 
8go, that a ten pound draft will pall a 
ton on an iron rail, some seven hundred 
on a macadamized road, while it requires 
over seventeen hundred to draw a ton 
over the ordinary country roads in the 
average weather. 
Colonel Pope then concludes with re­ 
posting some feels and suggestions that 
deserve practical attention in Wisconsin: 
“Throughout the whole! country are 
farms eight or ten miles from the rail­ 
road, whose value is at a minimum, yet 
whiob, were the roads |intereecting them 
of the first class, would at once rise in 
value were they twice as far from the 
steam transportation. Good roads are a 
national benefit. All business originates 
in natural product which must find its 
way over a common highway before it 
can reach a market and attain its full 
value. Smooth, hard roads, well drained 
and easily traversable through alarge 
part of the year, famish this outlet, and 
alone can furnish it. 
To neglect the 
highways is worse than to negleot fences 
and wood-piles and weeds.”

The New York Herald is oonvinoed 
that the present session of oongress wil] 
be an interesting one, and presents the 
following facts: 
One of the important questions—se3- 
ond in importance only to the formula­ 
tion of a tariff measure—is the consider­ 
ation of the contested election oases with 
whioh the next house will have to deal. 
These cases are seventeen in number, 
divided ,as follows: Three each in Vir­ 
ginia, West Virginia and Mississippi; two 
in Alabama, and one each ;in the states 
of Booth Carolina, Maryland, Tennessee, 
Florida, Arkansas, and Indiana. 
Id 
every instance the contestant is a repub­ 
lican, and with bat one exception all are 
southern men. The unusual spectacle 
is thus presented of seventeen republi­ 
cans clamoring for the seats now occu­ 
pied by aa equal number of democrats. 
It bas no parallel in the history of the 
house, at least not in many years. Should 
the republicans succeed in unseating the 
seventeen democrats it would result in 
net gain of 34 votes, which, together 
with their present strength would give 
them ajclear majority of 40. Should 
they unseat but five of the democrats, it 
would still morease their majority to 16, 
even if tjje remaining twelve democrats 
w«re allowed to serve unmolested • The 
seventeen sitting republican members 
from the south will watoh the conclu­ 
sions reached by the elections committee 
in these oases with great interest.

C IV E ALL THE BOYS A CHANCE. 
Tho other day when'Governor Hoard 
wrote a letter to Mr. Luohsinger, of 
Monroe, in regard to the Bennett law, 
he used an argument for the spirit and 
purpose of the law that df serve special 
attention beoause they are all-important 
to the boys and girls whom they seek to 
protect. Here are two paragraphs from 
the governor’s pen to which special at­ 
tention is directed: 
“I cannot believe*that it would be do- 
iag justice to the little boy of the pres­ 
ent, born of foreign parents, to ^deprive 
him of all opportunities to become the 
peer of the native born boy, by postpon­ 
ing this question for a score of years; ncr 
oan I believe his father or mother will 
think so when they come to know just 
what the Bennett law means. Of course 
they love their ohildren, and they can­ 
not wish to keep them down as under­ 
lings by the side of the Yankee boy, 
“Knowledge is power.” Knowledge of 
the English language will give the Ger­ 
man boy aud girl the power of equality 
that nothing else will. 
It cannot be 
that any Germai father or mother can 
oppose a law whioh is enacted for the 
sake of their ohildren.” 
“I woald not ask the good old German 
to abandon the use of the language of 
the fatherland, or to cease to look upon 
that language as the beet in use. I 
wool I only ask him one question: 
'Do 
you want your boob and daughters to 
have the same opportunities for advance­ 
ment as the Yankee boy or girl?' If we 
will reboot for a moment, and consider 
his responsibility for his children’s exis­ 
tence in this oountry, he will answer 
‘Yes.’ 
I do not believe that the Ger­ 
man parent lov^s his child less than the 
native born loves his. 
It would hardly asem possible that 
anyone, who claims tj be an American 
citizen, oould be found who would main­ 
tain that the governor is wrong in hie 
position. What the law seeks to do, is 
to put it in the power of children of for­ 
eign parents to make good, useful, and 
successful citizens of themselves. That 
is all. Is there any oiie among the op­ 
posers of the law who dare suggest that 
this is wrong? Are there any parents, 
among those who are foreign born, who 
think their ohildren will be better off in 
the country if they are kept in ignor­ 
ance of the English langnage?

Chicago, Dec. 4.—At the opening of 
court in the Cronin murder case Mr. 
Donahue called Robert Boyington, a car­ 
penter who boarded at O'Sullivan’s house, 
to the stand. 
Mr. Boyington testified that there was 
an oil street lamp on tho southwest corner 
of Roscoe street and Ashland avenue, and 
the next nearest lamp was one block north 
on Ashland avenue. 
The object of this testimony was to 
show the impossibility of Mertes being 
able to recognize Coughlin and Kunze, 
whom be had seen midway between these 
lamps. 
The contention of the defense was 
that with only such imperfect light it 
would be impossible that the milkman 
could have had a good view of tho two 
men. 
At the conclusion of Boyingtou’s testi­ 
mony Judge Wing resumed his speech. 
Judge Wing began by an allusion to 
evidence introduced by the State showing 
that Coughlin and Kunze were together in 
Peoria. 
Ho said this circumstance should 
never have been permitted to reach the 
jury because it had no bearing on the is­ 
sue on trial. 
Then, too, he claimed that 
the defense had shown that the men were 
together at Peoria on business connected 
with the distillery explosion. 
Had fair­ 
ness 
and 
square 
dealing 
been the 
purpose 
of 
the 
prosecution such a 
circumstance as this would not have 
been dragged in, but it was brought in, 
Judge Wing insisted, to create suspicion 
and awaken mistrusts in the minds of the 
jurors. 
The fact itself was entirely with­ 
out significance and should not be consid­ 
ered even if it had not been disproved. 
The same objections were applicable Judge 
Wing held, to the circumstance of Cough­ 
lin and Kunze being seen together in a sa­ 
loon in Lake View. 
Another circnmstance 
which should not have been admitted, that 
testified to by Sorgt. Hoefig regarding ttye 
telephone messages that passed between 
Coughlin and O’Sullivan. 
The telephone 
was never used by criminals to lay and 
discuss their plans of robbery and murder. 
It was absurd to suppose so. 
That cir­ 
cumstance should not be considered by the 
jury. 
Judge Wing then took up the 
question of the cause of tho doctor’s death. 
He maintained that it was not shown that 
death was not the result of tho wounds of 
tho body. 
Tho jurors should be satisfied 
beyond all reasonable doubt that the death 
of the man v as caused as charged in the 
indictment, before they could return a 
verdict of guilty. 
The man who sentenced 
another to death on mere suspicion or any­ 
thing less than absolute moral certainty, 
would not only bo a perjurer, but would 
be a murderer of a deeper, blacker dye 
than any man who might sit in the pris­ 
oner’s box. 
Judgo Wing said that when tho State 
preferred a charge against a man the 
charge must be proven in the manner and 
form rn which it was made. 
Tho cause of 
death as charged in the indictment must 
be proven by the State, and proven, too, 
beyona a reasonable doubt, before a ver­ 
dict of guilty can be returned. 
Aud, un­ 
less it has proven, beyond a reasonable 
doubt, that tho doctor's death was caused 
by tho wouuds on his body the State’s case 
must fall to the ground. 
The law is that in cases where the cause 
of death is not known the indictment must 
so declare, and thou tho Stato may go on 
and by medical experts show how death 
was caused. 
This was not done in this 
present case. 
The indictment charging 
these men with murder averred that Dr. 
Cronin came to his death from the wounds 
found on his bead. 
But such was not 
proven to be the fact 
Several of the 
physicians who assisted at tho autopsy 
held on Dr. Cronin’s body ba l testified 
that they could not toll whether or not the 
wounds were the cause of death. 
“ Tho juror must obey tho law and found 
his verdict on the evidence as limited by 
the law, and the law says that the aver­ 
ments of the indictment must be sustained 
by tho proof beyond a reasonable doubt. 
This is tho law.” 
The point of Judge 
Wing’s argument on this lino was as much 
for the benefit of the court as for the jury. 
Then the question of tho character of 
the blood anil hair found in the cottage 
was discussed by Judge Wing. 
He main­ 
tained that the expert testimony regarding 
the blood introduced by the Stato was in­ 
sufficient and worthless as scientific evi­ 
dence.

street, and whom he had orders to bring 
in, to escape, for Coughlin then knew he 
was under suspicion, as indicated by his 
request to Dinan not to say anything 
about his hiring the rig. 
Why is Burke

Promptly at the close of Judge Wing’s 
speech, at 11:40 o’clock, Mr. Ingham be­ 
gan his address to tho jury, his being the 
second speech on the part of the people. 
Mr. Ingham took up the law of the case. 
In discussing circumstantial evidence the 
speaker said the whole of Judge Wing’s 
argument was an effort to show the jury 
that circumstantial evidence was danger­ 
ous to life and liberty, that it may lead to 
the conviction of innocent persons. If Judge 
Wing’s argument proves anything, it 
appears that courts of justice have no 
place in modern civilization. 
Courts of 
justice are organized to decide cases upon 
the evidence; and every species of evidence, 
if the argument be true, is unworthy of 
credence and unsafe, and the only result 
of Judgo Wing’s argument is that the men 
who commit crime must of necessity walk 
the streets of the city laughing at the 
law which they deride and defy and de­ 
nouncing the victims of 
their crime. 
Mr. Ingham then read a decision from 
Chief Justice Gibson, of Pennsylvania, on 
circumstantial evidence. 
Circumstantial 
evidence, he says, may bo stronger than 
any case of direct evidence. 
“The only thing which you gentlemen 
are determine Is, Did those men, with un­ 
holy hands, do that deed? If they did not 
they must be acquitted. 
Their fate is in 
your hands. 
Are they guilty? 
That is 
the question. 
“Judge Wing, in his elaborate argu­ 
ment before you, has taken the evidence 
in the case piece by piece, and attempted 
to destroy it, particle by particle, 
Now, 
gentlemen, the fault has for many vears 
been that science in all the world of 
reasoning has been changed, has been in 
the habit of attempting to draw con­ 


clusions from too few facts. 
They reason 
from the lesser to the greater. 
They went 
backward with too few facts upon winch 
to base their theory and left out the other 
facts. 
The only danger in a case of cir­ 
cumstantial evidence is that the jury may 
look at certain facts and leave out others. 
If they consider all the facts and see the 
bearing of the whole together there can be 
no possible danger about getting at the 
truth.” 
* 4k: 
Mr. Ingham then took up the evidence 
in detail, showing that whero one circum­ 
stance had occurred, others were connected 
with it, either before or after, though it 
all running an intelligent human design— 
the murder of Dr. Cronin and the removal 
of his body. 
“ This design the man Si- 
monds had, when, in buying tho furniture 
from Hatfield, he took the first articles he

The Indian Question. 
Tho report of tho Secretary of tho Interim 
exhibits the transactions o f' the Government 
w ith the Indian tribes. Substantial progress 
has been made in the education of the children 
of

lands to adult Indians. Our treaty stipula­ 
tions should be observed with fidelity, ana our 
legislation ehould be highly considerate of the 
best interests of an ignorant ami helpless people. 
Tile reservations are now generally surrounded 
by white settlem ents. We can no'longer push 
the Indian back into tho wilderness, and it re­ 
m ains only, by every suitable agency, to push 
him upward linto tho state of ti self-sup­ 
porting and 
responsible citizen.

George Crook, of the United States arm y, Com­ 
m issioners under tho last-nam ed a T." These 
were, however, authorized and directed, first, to 
BQbmit to the Indians the definite j reposition 
made to them by the act first moniioned, ami 
only in the event of a failure to secure the 
assent of the requisite num ber to th at proposi­ 
tion, to open negotiations for modified term s 
under the other act. The work of t he Commis­ 
sion was prolonged and arduous, but the as­ 
sent of the requisite num ber was finally ob­ 
tained to the proposition made by Congress, 
though the report of the Commission has not 
yet been subm itted. In view of these facts, I 
shall not, a t present, deem it necessary to 
subm it tho agroemeHt to Congress for ratifica­ 
tion, but it will in due course lie subm itted for 
inform ation. This agreem ent releases to the 
U nited States about 9,000,000 acres of laud. 
The Cherokee Strip. 
The Commission provided for by section 14 of 
the Indian appropriation bill to negotiate with 
the Cherokee Indians and all other Indians 
owning or claiming lands lying west of the 
ninety-sixth degree of longitude for the cession 
to th e United States of all such lauds, was 
constituted by the 
appointm ent

Lucius Fairchild, of W isconsin; Hon. John 
F. 
H artranft, of Pennsylvania; 
and Hon. 
Alfred M. Wilson, of A rkansas; and orga­ 
nized on Juno 2J last.

kees w as held a t Tahlequah July 2), w ith no 
definite results. A second conference between 
the Commission and the Cherokees was begun 
Nov. 6, but no results have yet been obtained, 
nor is it believed th at a conclusion can be im ­ 
mediately expected.

O k lah o m a. 
I t is estim ated th at there are now in Okla­ 
hom a Territory about 60,000 people, and several 
considerable towns have sprung up, for which 
tem porary m unicipal governments have l>een 
organized. In order to secure the poace of this 
new comm unity, in the absence of civil govern­ 
m ent, I directed General M erritt, commanding 
the D epartm ent of the Missouri, to act iii con­ 
junction w ith the M arshals of tho United 
States to 
preserve 
tho 
j»eace, and 
upon

them 
in 
executing 
w arrants 
and 
in quit ting any riots or breaches of the peace 
th a t m ight occur. He was further directed to 
use his influence to protect good order and to 
avoid any conflicts between or with tile Bottlers. 
Tile presence of troops has given a senso of 
security to the well-disposed citizens, and has 
tended to restrain tho lawless. I very urgently 
recommend th a t Congress a t once provide a 
Territorial Government for theso people. Seri­ 
ous questions, which may a t any time leal to 
violent outbreaks, aro awaiting the institution 
of courts for their peaceful adjustm ent. The 
American genius for self-government has been 
well illustrated in Oklahoma, but it is neither 
safe nor wise to leave theso people longer to th* 
expedients 
which have tem porarily served 
them . 
A ffairs in A lask a. 
Provisions should be made for tho acquist 
tion of title to town lots in the towns now es 
tablished in Alaska, for locating town sites anc 
for th e establishm ent of m unicipal govern­ 
m ents. Only the mining laws have been ex 
tended to th a t territory, and no other form o. 
title to lands can now be obtained. We liavt 
fortunately n o t extended to Alaska the mis 
taken 
policy of establishm ent of reserva 
tions 
for 
the 
Indian 
tribes, 
and 
cai 
deal w ith them from tho beginning as individu 
als, with, I am sure, better results. B ut ani 
disposition of tho public lands and any regula 
tions relating to tim ber and to tho fisheries 
should have a kindly regard to their interests 
Having no power to lovy taxes, the people o' 
Alaska are wholly dependent upon the Genera 
Government, to whose revenues the seal fish­ 
eries make a large annual contribution. Ar 
appropriation for education should neither Ix 
overlooked nor stinted. 
The sm allness of the population and the great 
distances between the settlem ents offer serious 
obstacles to tho establishm ent of the usual Tor 
ritorial form of government. Perhaps the or­ 
ganization of several sub-districts, with a sinai 
m unicipal council of lim ited powers for each 
would be safe and useful. 
T h e P u b lic L an d s. 
In tho adm inistration of the land laws th* 
policy of facilitating, in every proper way, th* 
adjustm ent of the honest claims of Individual 
settlers upon the public lands hasbeen pursued 
The number of pending cases had, during th* 
preceding adm inistration, been greatly increased 
under the operation of orders for a time sus­ 
pending final action in a large part of the caser 
originating in the W est and Northwest, and bj 
tho subsequent use of unusual methods of ex­ 
am ination. Only those who are fam iliar Witt 
th e conditions under which our agricultural 
lands have been settled can appreciate the seri 
one aud often fatal consequences to the sett lei 
of a policy th a t puts his title under suspicion, oi 
delays the issuance of his patent. W hile care ii 
taken to prevent and to expose fraud, it should 
not be im puted w ithout reason. 
The m anifest purpose of the homestead anc 
pre-emption laws was to prom ote the settle­ 
m ent of the public domain by persons bavin* 
a bona fide intent to make a home upon the se­ 
lected lands. Where th is intent is well estab­ 
lished and the requirem ents of the law hay* 
been substantially complied with, tho claiman' 
is entitled to a prom pt and friendly considera 
tion of his case. B ut where there is reason t< 
believe th at the claim ant is a mere agent of an 
other, who is seeking to evade the law and t< 
secure by fraudulent m ethods large tracts o: 
tim ber and other lands, both principal anc 
agent should be made to feel the full penalty O’ 
our crim inal statutes. The law should bo st 
adm inistered aa not to confound these tw< 
classes, and to visit penalties only upon th* 
latter. 
The unsettled state of the titles to I arg* 
bodies of lands in tho Territories of New Mex­ 
ico aud Arizona has greatly ret aided the devel 
opm ent of those Territories. Provision shoulc 
bo made by law for the prom pt trial and Ana' 
adjustm ent before a judicial tribunal or com­ 
mission, of all claims baaed upon Moxicar 
grants. 
P en sio n s. 
The la%v now provides a pension for even 
soldier and sailor who was m ustered Into th* 
service of the United States during the civil war 
and is now suffering from wounds or diseas* 
having an origin in the service and in the lin* 
of duty. Two of the three necessary facts, viz. 
m uster and disability, are usually suceptible o‘ 
easy proof; but the third, origin in the service 
is often difficult, and in m any deserving cases 
im possible to establish. That very m any o 
those who endured the hardships of our mos 
bloody and arduous campaigns are now dis 
abled 
from 
diseases 
th a t 
had

. b u t not traceable origin in the service, I do no' 
doubt. Besides theso there is another clasi 
composed of men m any of whom served an en 
listm ent of three full years, and of re-enliste* 
veterans who added afourtn year of service, wh< 
escaped the casualties of battle and tho assau lt 
of disease, who were alw ays ready for any detail 
! who were in every battle line of their command 
and were mustered out in sound health, an* 
have since the close of the war, while fightins 
w ith th e sam e indomitable and independen 
i sp irit ti e contests of civil life, been overcome b;

I am not unaw are th a t the pension roll a1 
ready Involves a very large annual expend! 


tut®, n eith er am I deterred by th a t fact from 
recommending th a t Congress grant a pension 
to such honorably discharged soldiers and sail­ 
ors of the civil war as, having rendered sub­ 
stantial service during the war, are now de­ 
pendent upon their own labor for a m ain­ 
tenance. and through disease or casualty are 
incapacitated from earning it. Many of the men 
who would be included in th is form of relief 
are now dependent upon public aid, and it 
does not, in my opinion, consist w ith the n a­ 
tional honor th a t they shall continue to subsist 
upon the local relief given indiscrim inately to 
paupers instead of upon tho special and gener­ 
ous provision of the nation they served so gal­ 
lantly and unselfishly. Our people will, I am 
sure, vory generally approve such legislation. 
And I am equally sure th a t the survivors of the 
Union arm y and navy will feel a grateful sense 
of relief when this w orthy and suffering class of 
their comrades is fairly cared for.

T h e N ew S tates. 
The advent of four new States, South Dakota, 
North Dakota, Montana, and W ashington into 
the Union under the Constitution, the same 
month, and tho admission of their duly chosen 
representatives to our N ational Congress at the 
same session, is an event as unexampled as it 
is interesting. 
The certification of tho votes cast and of the 
constitutions adopted In each of tho States 
was filed with me, as required by the eigh Ii 
section of tile act of February 22, 1889, by the 
Governors of said Territories, respectively.

P ro te c tio n t i R ailw ay E m ployes. 
The attention of the In terstate Commerce 
Commission has been callo! to tho urgent nee*I 
of Congressional legislation for tho better pro­ 
tection of the Iives and limbs of those engaged 
in operating the freight lines of th*' country, and 
especially of tho yardm en and brakemen. A pe­ 
tition, signed by nearly ton thousand railway 
brakemen, was presented to the commission, 
asking that steps might bo taken to bring al>out 
the uso of autom atic brakes and couplers on 
freight cars. During tho year ending Juno 30, 
18H8, over two thousand railroad employes were 
killed in 
service, and 
more th an tw enty 
thousand 
injured. 
I t 
is 
coni)*) tent, 
I 
think, for Congress 
to require uniformity 
in 
the 
construction 
of 
cars 
used 
in 
interstate commerce and tho use of improved 
safety appliances upon such trains. Time will 
bo necessary to make the uet-dod changes, but 
an earnest and intelligent beginning should l>o 
made a t once. It is a reproach to our civiliza­ 
tion th a t any class of American 
workmen 
should, in tho pursuit of a necessary and useful 
vocation, be subjected to a peril of life and limb 
as great as th at of a soldi* r in tiuio of war. 
D e p a rtm e n t of A g ric u ltu re . 
The creation of an executive departm ent, to 
lie known as the D epartm ent of Agriculture, by 
the act of February I) last, was a wise and timely 
response to a request w hich had long been re­ 
spectfully urged by tho farmers of tho count ry. 
But much rem ains to be done to perform tho 
organization of the departm ent so th a t it may 
fairly realize tho ex\H elations which its creation 
excited. In this connection attention is called to 
the suggestions contain* d in the report of tho 
Secretary, which is herewith subm itted. Hie 
need sf a law officer for tho departm ent, such 
as is provided for tho other executive depart­ 
m ents, is m anifest. 'Tho failure et tho last Con­ 
gress to mako the usual provision for tho pub­ 
lication of the annual report should bo prom ptly 
remedied. The public interest in the rei*ort, 
and its value to the farming comm unity, I ani 
sure, will not be diminished under tho no w or­ 
ganization of tho department. 
I recommend that the W eather Sendee be 
separated from the W ar D epartm ent and estal*- 
lisbed as a bureau in the Departm ent of Agri­ 
culture. This w ill involve an entiro reorgani­ 
zation, both of tho W eather Bureau and of the 
Signal Corps, making of the first a purely civil 
organization and of tho other a purely m ilitary 
staff corps. The report of tho Chief Signal Offi­ 
cer shows th a t tho work of the corps on its m ili­ 
tary side has been deteriorating. 
Til© World’s Fair. 
Tho proposition to observe tho four hundredth 
anniversary of the discovery of America by the 
opening of a W orld’s Fair or Exposition in soino 
one of our great cities will be presented for tho 
consideration of Congress. Idle value and inter­ 
est of such an exposition m ay well claim tho 
promotion of the General Government. 
Civil Service Law. 
On the fourth of March la st the Civil Servioo 
Commission had b u t a single member. Tho 
vacancies wero filled on tho seventh day of May, 
and since then tho Commissioners have been 
industriously, though w ith an inadequate force, 
engaged in executing the law. 
Heretofore tho book of eligibles has been closod 
to everyone, except as 
certifications were 
made upon the requisition of tho appoint­ 
ing officers. This secrecy was the source of 
m uch suspicion, and of many charges of 
tho law. 
Tho commission has now opened the list of 
eligibles to tho public. 
The eligible lists for the 
classified postoffices and custom houses aro 
now publicly posted in the respective offices, as 
are also the certifications for appointm ents. 
Tho purpose of the civil service law was abso­ 
lutely to exclude any other consideration in 
connection w ith appointm ents under it than 
th a t of m erit as tested by the exam inations. It 
is not too much to say th at some recent Con­ 
gressional investigations nave somewhat shaken 
public confidence in the imj>artiality of tho se­ 
lections for appointm ent. 
Tile reform of the civil service will make no 
safe or satisfactory advance until tho present 
law and its equal adm inistration aro well estab­ 
lished In tho confidence of tho people. I t will 
be my pleasure, as it is my duty, to seo that 
tho law is executed with firmness aud im par- 
partiality. 
As a result of tho revision of the rules of tile 
now classification, and of tho inclusion of the 
railway mail service, the work of the commis­ 
sion has been greatly increased, and the present 
clerical force is found to be inadequate. 
I rec­ 
ommend th at tho additional clerks usked by tho 
commission be appropriated for. 
P rev e n tin g W h o lesale C h an g es in Office. 
The duty of appointm ent is devolved by the 
Constitution or by tho law’, and the appointing 
officers are projierly beld to a high rotq>onsi- 
bility in its exercise. Tho growth of tile coun­ 
try and tho 
consequent 
increase 
of 
tho 
civil 
list 
have 
magnified 
this 
function 
of the Executive disproportionally. I t can­ 
not 
be 
denied, 
however, 
th at 
tho 
la- 
l)or 
connected w ith 
this 
necessary 
work 
is increased, often to tho point of actual dis­ 
tress, by the sudden and excessive demands 
th a t are m ade upon an incoming adm inistra­ 
tion for rem ovals and appointm ents. But, on 
the other hand, it is not true th at incumbency 
is a conclusive argum ent for a continuance 
in office. 
Im partiality, moderation, fidelity 
to public duty aud a good attainm ent in the 
discharge of it must bo added before the argu­ 
m ent is complete. When those holding adm inis­ 
trative offices so conduct themselves as to con­ 
vince just political opponents th at no party 
consideration or bias affects in any way tho 
discharge of their public duties, we can more 
easily stay tho demand for removals. 
I am satisfied th at both in and out of the 
classified service great benefit would accrue 
from the adoption of some system by which tho 
officer would receive the distinction and benefit 
that, in all private employment, comes from ex­ 
ceptional faithfulness aud efficiency in tho per­ 
formance of duty. 
I have suggested to the heads of the executive 
departm ents th at they consider whether a rec- 
d m ight not lie kept in each bureau of all 


J 
variOitiT (levicost n ep ttf’edbl -affy effective exer­ 
cise of their political rights and of m any of 
their civil rights. The wrong does not expend 
itself upon those whose votes are suppressed. 
Every constituency in the Union is wronged. 
It has been the hope of every patriot t h ^ a 
sense of justice and respect for the law would 
work a gradual cure for these flagrant evils. 
Surely, no one supposes th a t the present can 
be accepted as a perm anent condition. If it is 
said th at these communities m ust work out this 
problem for themselves, we have a right to ask 
whether they aro at work upon it. Do they sug­ 
gest any solution? When and under w hat condi­ 
tions is the black m an to have a free ballot? 
W hen is ho, in fact, to have those full civil 
rights which have so long been his in law? When 
is th a t equality of influence w hich our form of 
government has 
intended to secure to the 
electors to lie restored? This generation should 
courageously face these gravo questions, and 
not leave them as a heritage of woe to the next. 
Tho consultation should proceed w ith candor, 
calmness, and great patience, upon the lines of 
justice and hum anity, not of prejudice anti 
cruelty. No question in our country can be a t 
rest except upon tho firm basis of justice and of 
the law’. 
I earnestly invoke tho attention of Congress 
to tho consideration of such measures within 
its well defined constitutional powers as will 
secnro to all our people a free exorcise of the 
right of suffrage and every other civil right 
under tho Constitution and law s of tho United 
States. 
S u p erv isio n o f N atio n al F lec tio n s. 
Evil, however deplorable, can not justify tho 
assertion either on tho p art of tho Executive or 
of Congress of powers not g ranted; but both 
will lie highly blamable if all th e powers 
granted are |not wisely but firmly used to 
correct those evils. The power to take the 
whole direction and control of the election of 
members of tho House of Representatives is 
dearly shown by tho General Government. 
A partial and qualified supervision of theso 
elections is now provided for by law, and 
in my opinion this law may be so strengthened 
and extended as to secure on th e whole better 
results than can be attained by a law taking all 
the processes of such election Into Federal con­ 
trol. Tho colored m an should bo protected in 
all of his relations to tho Federal Government, 
whether a litigant, juror, or witness in o u r 
courts, as an elector for members of Congress, 
or aa a peaceful traveler upon our interstate 
railways. 
O u r M e rch an t M arine. 
There is nothing m ore justly hum iliating to 
the national pride and nothing more hurtful to 
the national prosperity than the inferiority of 
our m erchant m arine compared w ith th a t of 
other nations. It was not always so, and our 
people are agrood, I think, th a t it shall not con­ 
tinue to l>e so. That tho great steam ship lines 
sailing under tho flags of England, France, 
Germany, 
(Spain 
and Italy, and 
engaged 
in foreign commerce, 
were" promoted, 
ami 
have 
since 
l>een and 
now 
are 
liberally 
aided, by grants of public money, in one form 
or another, is generally known. 
T hat the 
American lines of steam ships havo Ijccii aban­ 
doned by us to an unequal contest w ith the 
aided lines of other nations until they have 
been withdrawn, or, in the few cases where they 
are still m aintained, are subject to serious dis­ 
advantages, is a m atter of common knowledge. 
Tho present situation is Buch th a t travelers 
and m erchandise find Liverpool often a neces­ 
sary interm ediate port between New York 
ami bouio of tho South American capitals. 
Tho fact th at some of the delegates from 
South American states to tho conference of 
American nations now in session a t W ashing­ 
ton reached our shores by reversing th a t line 
of travel, is very conclusive of the need of such 
a conference and very suggestive aa to the first 
and m ost necessary step in tho direction <1 
fuller anti more beneficial intercourse w ith na. 
tions th at are now our neighbors upon the lines 
of latitude, but not upon the lilies of estab­ 
lished commercial intercourse. 
S u b sid ies for O cean M ail L ines. 
I recommend th at such appropriations be 
made for ocean m ail service in American steam ­ 
ships between our ports aud those of C entral 
and South America, China, Japan, and the im ­ 
portant islands in both of the great oceans, 
as 
will 
be 
liberally 
rem unerative 
for 
tho 
service 
rendered, 
and 
as 
will en­ 
courage 
tho 
establishm ent, 
and in some 
fair degree equalize the chances of American 
steam ship lines in the com petitions which they 
m ust m eet. T hat tho American States lying 
south of us will cordially co-operate in estab­ 
lishing and m aintaining such lines of steam ­ 
ships to their principal ports I do not doubt. 
We should also make provision for a naval re­ 
serve to consist of Bucn m erchants’ ships, of 
American construction and of a specified ton­ 
nage and speed, as the owners will consent 
to 
place 
a t 
tho 
use 
of 
the 
Govern­ 
m ent, in case 
of 
need, as armed cruis­ 
ers. 
England 
has 
adopted 
this 
policy, and as a result can now, upon necessity, 
a t once place upon her naval list some of the 
fastest steam ships in the world. A proper su ­ 
pervision of the construction cf such vessels 
would mako their conversion into effective ships 
of war very oasy. 
O u r F o reig n C om m erce. 
I am un advocate of economy in our national 
expenditures, but it is a m isuse of terms to mako 
this word describe a policy th a t withholds an 
expenditure 
for 
tho purpose of extending 
our foreign commerce. 
The enlargement and 
im provem ent of our m erchant marine, tho 
development 
of 
a 
sufficient 
body 
of 
trained 
American 
seamen, 
tho 
promo­ 
tion 
of 
rapid 
and 
regular 
m ail 
com­ 
munication between tho ports of other coun 
tries and our own and the adoption of large 
aud swift American m erchant steam ships to 
naval uses, iii timo of war, are public pur 
poses of tho highest concern. 
The enlarged 
participation 
of 
our 
people 
in tho car­ 
rying 
trade, 
tho 
new 
and 
increased 
m arkets 
th a t 
will 
l>o 
opened 
for 
th e 
pn duets of our farms and factories and the 
fuller and latter employment of our mechanics, 
which will result from a liberal promotion of 
our foreign commerce, insure tho widest jKissi- 
ble diffusion of benefit to all the States aud to 
our people. Everything is m ost propitious for 
tho present inauguration of a liberal and pro­ 
gressive policy upon this subject, and we should 
enter upon it with prom ptness and decision. 
The legislation which I have suggested, it is 
sincerely believed, will promote the peace and 
honor of our country and tho prosperity and se­ 
curity of the people. I Invoke the diligent and 
serious attention of Congress to the considera­ 
tion of these and such other measures as m ay 
bo presented, having tho same great end in view.

suggested by some exceptional conditions. Tho 
sudden emancipation o f the slaves of tho South, 
the bestowal of the suffrage, which soon fol­ 
lowed, and the im pairm ent of the ability of the 
States where theso new citizens wero chiefly 
tound to adequately provide educational facili­ 
ties, presented not only exceptional but unex­ 
ampled conditions. 
T hat the situation has been m uch ameliorated, 
there is no doubt. The ability of the States has 
been greatly increased. Much work rem ains to 
be done, and I think the general Government 
should lend its aid by legislation of a na­ 
tional grant in aid of education. As th is de­ 
mand for aid grows chiefly out of the condition 
and needs of the emancipated slaves and their 
descendants, the relief snould, as near as possi­ 
ble, while necessarily proceeding upon some gen­ 
eral lines, be applied to the need th at suggested 
it. I t is essential, if m uch good is to be accom­ 
plished, th a t the sym pathy and active interest 
of the people of tile States should be enlisted 
and th at the methods adopted should lie such 
as to stim ulate aud not to supplant local tax a­ 
tion for school purposes. 
As one Congress cannot bind a succeeding ono 
In such a case, and as the effort m ust be in sorno 
degree experimental, I recommend th at any ai>- 
propriation made for this purpose be so lim ited
